Truman Proposal 
Violates Spirit 


Of Constitution, 
‘Says Robt. Kenny 


San Francisco, Calif. 

The Truman labor policy as pro- 
posed in his recommended strike- 
breaking legislation was described 
as one “which leads inexorably to 
the termination of constitutional 
government” by Pres. Robert W. 
Kenny of the Natl. Lawyers Guild. 
Kenny, attorney general of Cali- 
fornia, said Truman has asked 
Congress “to impose involuntary 
servitude upon American citizens; 
to use the army for unconstitu- 
tional ends; to destroy free collec- 
tive bargaining; to place workers 
under the mailed fist of martial 
law; to give to one man autocratic 
powers over the life of the nation.” 
The statement analyzing pro- 
visions of Truman’s proposal, main- 
tained it makes strikes illegal “at 
the whim of the President... 
abridges an employe’s freedom to 
choose his employer, to work under

ment took to borrowing and spending again on a mvch larger scale. 
With the coming of the war we began to go into debt as never before 
in all human history. And, for the simple reason that there was an 
almost unlimited demand for goods backed by enough money to pay for 
them, America’s production increased to more than double the previous 
all-time high and so many jobs were created that there were net 
enough workers to fill them all. 

Now what does all this mean? Does it mean that it is a good thing 
to have everybody, including the Government, going deeper and r 
into debt all the time? Most certainly it does not. But it doas 
that until we change the money system it wiil be impossible for us to 
have either full production or full employment unless either private 
agencies or the Government does go déeper and deeper into debt. This 
is a very serious situation in a country that already has a national debt 
of $300,000,000,000. 

How does it come about? The Constitution of the United States says: 

“Congress shall have power to coin money and regulate the value 
thereof.” But Congress doesn’t do that. and that is the root cause of 
our own. trouble. 

At present the following agencies coin the money of this Nation: 
(1) The United States Treasury when it issues silver certificates in éx- 
change for silver bought from producers; (2) the United States Mint 
when it coins the small change, the pennies, nickels, dimes, 
half dollars, and dollars out of metal; (3) the Federal Reserve 
when it issues Federal Reserve ‘notes or extends Federal Reserve credit 
to the Government or member banks of the Federal Reserve System; 
and (4) our 15,000 commercial banks whenever they create — 
money in the process of making loans, So it is not the Co 
coins the money of this Nation & but four different agencies, of which a 
two important ones are the privately owned Federal Reserve System 
and the privately owned 15,000 commercial banks.

WHEN JUSTICE IS OVERDUE 
A lot of people who should know better have been 
shedding copious tears of late in behalf of Turkey be- 
cause the Armenians want those northern portions of 
"Turkey, where their surviving kin live, to be incorpor- 
ated in the Armenian SSR. Memories are short, so a 


little history is in order: 

During the first World War Turkey was a partner of 
Germany. She carried on a systematic campaign of ex- 
termination against the Armenians, just as Hitler did 
against the Jews. Before the first World War (in the 
Trebizond, Erzerum, Bitlis and Van territories) there 
were 1,800,000 Armenians. Of that number | million 
were slaughtered by the Turks, and there were 300,000 
othérs who fled as refugees. The whole world was 
aghast at such atrocities and the phrase, “the unspeak- 
able Turk,” was on everybody’s lips. : 

The Turks sat on the fence during World War II 
and for the greater part of it were more of a help to the 
Axis than to the United Nations.

In Detroit a ‘Honey’

Organized teamsters (AFL) in 
Detroit were hit by what is agreed 
even by capitalist papers to be the 
severest labor injunction in recent 
vears in Detroit.

what to me is one of the biggest 
defects in our state election laws, 
namely: the cross-filing systeni. 
“Cross-filing” is the term given to 
that process by. which a candidate 
may have his name listed on the 
primary ballot of other than his 
own political party. For example, 
in the Congressional contest, Mr. 
Bramblett, the only Republican 
candidate also filed on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, and I, the only Demo- 
cratic candidate was listed on the 
Republican ticket as well as that 
of my own party. 

Offhand it appears that there is. 
nothing particularly wrong with’ 
this system. It offers the oppor- 
tunity for Republicans to vote for | 
a Democrat if' they wish, and for 
Democrats to cast their ballots for 
the Republican. Basically, how-| 
ever, there are’ two serious defects 
in this system} a system, which is, | 
incidentally found in no other state 
but California. These defects are) 

| 


so serious that for. many years 
there has been a move under: way 
to place. an initiative. proposal on 
the ballot to make cross-filing il- 
‘legal. This move has been backed 
by thoughtful members of both 
political parties in the state, and I 
hope very much that in the near; 
future cross-filing will ‘become al 
thing of the past. 

The first defect is that the sys-| 
tem tends to discourage the spirit 
of the primary election, and to 
nullify its very reason for exist- 
ence. The direct primary election 
has gradually superseded the’ party 
convention: in most. states in order 
that the people themselves may} 
say .whom they wish to have as 
their own party’s nominee. With 
a Republican filing on the Demo- 
cratic ticket and a-Democrat on 
the Republican ticket, there is | 
every incentive to narrow the pri- 
mary choice down to one man in 
each party.
